The Earhart county auditors' bill

The bill pro- 
vides that the auditors shall be paid 
at the same rate as the county treas- 
urers on money collected, and that the 
state shall pay its share of the com- 
missions on moneys gathered for state 
purposes. 
The bill does not in any 


way affect those counties whose offi- 
cers are on salary. 


The various lines composing the 


Cincinnati Traction company may now 
change their routes, and the system of 
supporting the city government is also 
changed Mr. James R. Foraker ana 
Captain Benson Foraker, brother and 
son respectively of the senator, were 
in the city and Worked like a pair of 
Turks for the passage of the bill. The 
bill as it is now prepared provides 
that the companies may change their 
routes as they see fit, but. the change 
so made is not in any way to affect 
that period of time for which the orig- 
inal franchises were granted. Uii-der 
the new law the traction company will 
pay Cincinnati 1 per cent of its gross 
ea.rnings instead of a fiat rate of $4 
per foot. 


The house passed the York bill to 


provide for the appointment of a com- 
mission to revise and consolidate the 
statutory laws of the state, but not 
not-until after an unusual stormy de- 
baie. The bill requires that the gov- 
ernor appoint a commission of three- 
tor the purpose of codifying Ohio stat- 
utes. The commissioners are to be 
paid J12 per day while actually en- 
gaged a.t their work, and they are to, 
b« furnished with clerks not to exceed 
$5 per day. The bill was passed by 
a vote of 79 to 6. 


The Meisel bill to help ont the 


schools in Cleveland and Cincinnati 
for the deaf and dumb was passed 
after a long debate. 
The sUtft is to 


pay these institutions $42,200 in Cin- 
cinnati and $B3,000 in Cleveland. .

deplored—told of some of the cruelties 
•which had occurred on both sides dur- 
ing the civil war. 
Neither side, he- 


held, was to be responsible for those 
regrettable occurrences, as neither 
sioe approved of them, 
in this con- 


nection he suggested that senators 
from South Carolina or Mississippi, 
"where there is less popular liberty 
than in any others," were shouting 
loudest for constitutional liberty in 
the Philippines. 


These remarks drew a sensational 


reply from Mr. Tillman (S. C.I, who 
declared that it was no longer possi- 
ble to sneer away the responsibilities 
for the infamies committed by the 
Americans in the Philippines. He saia 
that if it had been known in the south, 
that the reins ot government were to 
be given to the negroes, the civi: war 
would have Been prolonged indefinitely. 
Eie insisted that in order to maintain 
their self-respect, the -vrhite people or 
the-south had been obliged to subdue 
the aegro... by. whatever means they 
could, using tlio shotgun as one of the 
means. He frankly described how the 
negroes had been defeated at the 
polls, admitting- that, the whites bad 


otten just such majorities as wer« 


necessary. 
"When-we get ready to 


ntt a nigger's face in the sand," he 
shouted, "we put his body there, too." 
He declared that the people of the 
south never would submit to negro 
domination, and he hoped Republican
